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MEDICAL EDUCATION IN THE PACIFIC NORTHWEST

MEDICAL EDUCATION in the Northwest had its inception in 1864. Gov- 
ernor A. C. Gibbs and a group of Portland physicians sent a communi- 
cation to the Board of Trustees of Willamette University requesting 
that body to organize a medical department in Portland. On February 
15, 1865 the Board authorized establishing such a department to be 
called the “Oregon Medical College” and providing for appointment 
of the faculty by the Trustees of Willamette University. A faculty con- 
sisting of Portland physicians was named but it was found impracticable 
to establish a school in Portland at the time. The proposal to establish 
a medical course was revived in June, 1866, and after some negotiations 
with the officers of the medical department in Portland which had failed 
to function, instruction was authorized to be given on the campus at 
Salem. The first course of lectures, given by physicians of Salem and 
its vicinity, who constituted the new faculty, was begun on March 3, 1867. 
Twenty-four students enrolled and at Commencement, July 25, 1867, 
three graduates in Medicine received their diplomas. The Medical De- 
partment of Willamette remained at Salem until 1878, operating in a 
small community under the difficulties of pioneer conditions. 
Instruction in Portland was begun on December 16, 1878. The 
population of the city at the time was about 19,000, while Salem had 
about 2,500. The greater clinical facilities of the larger center of popu- 
lation, a greater interest in medical education developed by the organi- 
zation of the State Medical Society, in 1874, together with other factors, 
determined the move. In 1887 a medical school building was erected in 
Portland to house the department, which hitherto had been scattered in 
various locations. The Willamette school continued to operate in this 
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building until 1895, when the department was moved back to Salem. 
Instruction was continued at Salem until 1913, when the school was 
discontinued. 

The University of Oregon Medical School was organized by a group 
of practitioners in Portland. A charter was obtained from the University 
of Oregon on June 16, 1887 and a faculty was appointed by the Board 
of Regents. A small frame building was erected on the grounds of the 
Good Samaritan Hospital and instruction was begun in the fall of that 
year. In 1893 a larger building was erected for the school and continued 
to house its activities until 1919, when the first unit of the present build- 
ing was completed. 

For many years the connection of the School with the University, 
save in name, was tenuous. The chief financial support was from fees, 
and instruction was in the hands of busy practitioners. In 1911-12, how- 
ever, the School received an appropriation from the State legislature 
which enabled it to add a number of full time instructors to give pre- 
clinical instruction. In 1913 out-patient dispensary instruction was or- 
ganized, funds were secured for equipment and better quarters for clini- 
cal teaching were provided. Also in this year the present campus was 
given to the School. 

The second quarter-century of its existence was thus begun auspi- 
ciously. In 1919 a unit of the present building was completed on the 
new campus, and two years later the main part of the present building 
was begun. Better hospital facilities were provided in 1923 by completion 
of Multnomah County Hospital on the campus, and in 1926 by erection 
of the Doernbecher Hospital for Children. In 1931, as a result of a 
grant from the Rockefeller Foundation, the Out-Patient Dispensary was 
erected, with excellent equipment. The State Tuberculosis Hospital, also 
on the campus, was completed in 1939, as was the library building of 
the School, and an addition to the laboratory building. 

The School is supported by the State of Oregon, but as the only 
medical school north of San Francisco and west of Denver which gives 
the full four year course, it is regarded as a regional institution. In part 
on that basis, it has received generous help from the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion in buildings and equipment. The enlarged campus was donated in 
1924 by the heirs of C. S. Jackson, publisher of the Oregon Journal. 
Other generous gifts have been made by various individuals, the most 
recent being one of $250,000 from Mrs. A. M. Williams, of New York, 
the greater part of which will serve to endow a chair of Surgery. 

Courses in Anatomy and other preclinical subjects have been given 
at the University of Washington, Seattle, for many years, but no organ- 
ized medical course has been developed at that institution. Prospective 
medical students from Washington and Idaho, therefore, look to the 
University of Oregon Medical School as their regional institution. Ad- 
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mission to the first year class is limited to sixty-five students, selected 
almost entirely from the three northwestern states. Three years of college 
work is prerequisite to entrance, the usual courses in Chemistry, Zoology, 
etc., being specified, with additional courses recommended in non-science 
subjects. 

The equipment of the Medical School at the present time consists 
of the Medical School building, housing the laboratory departments for 
preclinical teaching and research, the Library Building and Auditorium, 
the Out-Patient Dispensary, the Doernbecher Hospital for Children, of 
fifty-five beds, and the University State Tuberculosis Hospital of eighty 
beds. Closely affiliated is the Multnomah County Hospital of 330 beds, 
which is the general teaching hospital. The library contains about 28,000 
catalogued volumes and receives 400 current medical periodicals. During 
1938-39 the Dispensary received 24,118 individual patients, who made 
210,346 visits for treatment. 
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SMOLLETT, THE “WAR OF JENKINS’S EAR” AND 
AN ACCOUNT OF THE EXPEDITION TO 
CARTHAGENA, 1743*

IN 1743, there was printed in London an anonymous pamphlet entitled, 
An account of the expedition to Carthagena, with explanatory notes and 
observations.’ The author of this pamphlet is unknown, although Tobias 
George Smollett (1721-1771) is usually considered as the writer. The 
authority for Smollett’s authorship is based on the following facts: 
Smollett took part in the expediition to Carthagena; he wrote a vivid 
description of the encounter in his first novel, Roderick Random, pub- 
lished in 1748; and he included an account of the disaster at Carthagena 
in a series of volumes which he edited in 1756, entitled, A compendium 
of authentic and entertaining voyages, digested in a chronological series. 
This article, however, An account of the expedition against Carthagena, 


differs from the 1743 pamphlet and, as neither is signed, we are still 
left in some doubt as to the authorship of the original account. The 
facts of the problem may, nevertheless, be stated, even if a final con- 
clusion cannot be given nearly two hundred years later. The pamphlet, 
not very rare,” but seldom referred to in the biographies of Smollett, is 
the first of a series of similar publications* evoked by one of the most 
trying and blackest periods in the history of the British Navy. 


THE “WAR OF JENKINS’S EAR” 


For some years before the attack on Carthagena, English merchant 
ships were frequently held up and their goods confiscated by the Spanish 
guarda-costas, whose port of fitting out was Porto Bello, on the north 
coast of what is now Panama, a few miles from Colon. Porto Bello was 
only about 600 miles south, across the Caribbean Sea, from Port Royal 
(now Kingston) on the island of Jamaica, the headquarters for the 
British fleet. The case of Robert Jenkins brought matters to a head, 
although he was only one of many master-mariners to suffer. Jenkins’s 
brig Rebecca, returning from Jamaica to London, was boarded by the 
guarda-costa off Havana on April 9, 1731. The brig was plundered and 
one of Jenkins’s ears was cut off. This outrage caused considerable stir

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in London, where Jenkins finally arrived on the Thames, minus his ear. 
The affair died down, only to be revived in 1738, when Jenkins was 
examined before a committee of the House of Commons. The story lost 
nothing in the telling; the ear was even produced for the benefit of the 
committee. Public indignation was aroused and the “War of Jenkins’s 
Ear’’ ensued. 

The complaints of the merchants gave Walpole’s enemies a definite 
point of attack on the government, and Admiral Edward Vernon, then 
a member of Parliament, insisted that Porto Bello should be destroyed. 
On July 23, 1739, Vernon put to sea and came off Porto Bello on 
November 20, with six ships. The forts were soon reduced in a brilliant 
engagement and the news of Vernon’s success caused “the people of 
England to go mad with excitement and joy.’’* Innumerable medals 
were struck showing Vernon’s head with the legend, “He took Porto 
Bello with six ships.” Vernon’s Head was, for many years, a favorite 
sign for public-houses in England and Scotland. 

The taking of Porto Bello, however, was not the end of the war. 
Carthagena, 100 miles to the southwest, with one of the finest harbors 
in all northern South America, was still to be reduced. It was ineffectively 
bombarded by Vernon, March 6, 1740. Vernon waited for help from 
England, in the meantime issuing his famous order forbidding the serv- 
ing out of raw spirits to the ship’s companies. Rum was henceforth mixed 
with water, the official “grog” of the British Navy, derived, it is said, 
from Vernon’s nickname, from his having a grogram boat-cloak. 


THE EXPEDITION TO CARTHAGENA 

The expedition consisted of twenty-five ships, under Sir Chaloner 
Ogle, containing a land force of nine thousand soldiers, commanded by 
Brigadier-General Wentworth. Smollett, then aged 19, sailed on the 
Cumberland as a surgeon’s mate. His ship was blown off the course 
in a November storm, but eventually rejoined the fleet at Port Royal in 
January, 1741. Disagreements between Vernon and Wentworth delayed 
the attack on Carthagena until March. On March 3 the fleet came off 
Carthagena; landing was made on the 9th, but Fort St. Luis, which 
defended Boca-Chica, was not taken until the 23rd and the ships passed 
into the harbor. In order to take the city, it was necessary to reduce the 
hill fort of San Lazaro. On April 5 troops were landed under Wentworth 
and beaten off with very great loss by the Spaniards. More than half 
of the six thousand men died and the miserable remnant were re-embarked 
on April 17. The ships returned to Port Royal and the defeat was com- 
monly considered as due to a naval blunder by Vernon. This view was 
popularized by Smollett in Roderick Random, where he wrote, in Chap- 
ter XXIII, that “the demon of discord, with her sooty wings, had 
breathed her influence upon our councels; and it might be said of these 
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great men (I hope they will pardon the comparison), as of Caesar and 
Pompey, the one could not brook a superior, and the other was impatient 
of an equal: so that, between the pride of one, and insolence of another, 
the enterprise miscarried.’’ It has been pointed out, however, that Smol- 
lett, in the capacity of a surgeon’s mate, ‘‘was not in a position to know 
anything beyond what he could actually see on the rare occasions when 
he was permitted to be on the poop.”* The letters of Vernon and Went- 
worth show that there was no quarrel, although Vernon urged Went- 
worth not to delay. The blame, if any, appears to fall on Wentworth for 
his bad judgement and poor handling of the land troops under his com- 
mand. 

In May, a large part of the fleet was sent home. Smollett did not 
return with them, but remained with the West Indies forces, residing 
in Jamaica, where he met the creole beauty, Nancy Lascelles, and mar- 
ried her before returning to England in 1747. 


THE 1743 PAMPHLET 


The pamphlet, of 58 pages, selling for one shilling, is similar to the 
many other pamphlets printed in London at the time. There is no clue 
as to the author, but the factual account, with hardly a comment, is 
unlike Smollett in style and language. It is attributed to Sir Charles 
Knowles,° who was on the expedition to Carthagena in the Weymouth 
and acted throughout as the surveyor and engineer of the fleet. In the 
preface, moreover, to a subsequent pamphlet, Original papers relating 
to the expedition to Carthagena, 1744, published with Vernon’s sanc- 
tion, the author of the 1743 An Account is described as ‘‘an officer of 
approved abilities and resolution, who did not depend on hearsay and 
uncertain reports, but was himself an eye-witness of most of the trans- 
actions that he has given an account of.’’ This ‘eye-witness’ was surely 
not Smollett, the obscure surgeon’s mate of the Cumberland, mostly 
below deck with his wounded and primarily a surgeon and author, not 
an engineer. Only a trained, technical observer could have written the 
1743 pamphlet, and certainly Smollett was not such. When Smollett 
came to edit A compendium of authentic and entertaining voyages’ in 
1756, he did not reprint the 1743 pamphlet, but gave, in Volume V, 
pages 313 to 342, a new version entitled, An account of the expedition 
against Carthagena, in the West Indies, besieged by the English in the 
year 1741. This is unsigned, but the style is that of Smollett.* It is much 
longer than the 1743 pamphlet. Smollett, in addition, was in Jamaica 
or elsewhere in the West Indies in 1743 and, although he may have sent 
his manuscript to London to be published by M. Cooper, there is no 
evidence that he did so. Finally, a contemporary note on the 1743 
pamphlet in the Gentleman’s Magazine® for April of that year makes no 
mention of Smollett as the author. 
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Thus the evidence appears to be overwhelming that Smollett was not 
the author of the 1743 pamphlet, although he did take part in the ex- 
pedition to Carthagena, wrote an account of it in Roderick Random 
and probably wrote the account published in A compendium, years later. 
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A PRELIMINARY CHECK-LIST OF THE WRITINGS OF 
SYMPHORIEN CHAMPIER, 1472-1539

IN THE preparation of a preliminary check-list of the works of the 
physician-humanist, Symphorien Champier, 1472-1539, a study was 
made of the Champier collections in the Bibliothéque Nationale (Paris), 
the Bibliothéque de la Ville de Lyon, the British Museum and the Boston 
Medical Library. The compilers are now desirous of checking the hold- 
ings in public or private hands in the United States, and would appreciate 
receiving notes of Champier items whether or not in this preliminary 
list. They are particularly interested in locating isolated books and 
pamphlets. 

In studying the continental holdings, it was found that a number 
of books accredited to Champier were either spurious or communications 
from others to him in the form of Apologza. In this respect, the “‘title and 
content’”” study by Allut, Etude biographique et bibliographique sur 
Sym phorien Champier, Lyon, 1859, is confusing as well as incomplete. 

In our list, mention is made that certain books were printed “after 
1503,” (i.e. Practica nova in medicina, not before 1504), in contrast 
to the generally accepted dates of 1498-1500. The reason for this is 
that woodcuts of Champier and wife, Marguerite Terrail, or their joint 
Coat of Arms appear on the title pages. Their marriage occurred late in 
the year 1503.

IN THE Introduction to the second edition of her Classified and Anno- 
tated Bibliography of Sir William Osler’s Publications (Montreal, 
1939), Dr. Maude Abbott apologizes for not bringing up to date and 
including ‘Writings about Osler’: “The material . . . is far too vol- 
uminous for the scope of this work . . . [and] must therefore be left 
for some future publication.” 

I have here attempted what Dr. Abbott “left for some future pub- 
lication,” but whatever merit and completeness it may possess would 
have been impossible without the generous assistance of Dr. W. W. 
Francis, McGill’s Osler Librarian, who kindly checked my list in manu- 
script, added many items, and corrected many slips. It is a pleasant duty 
to record my indebtedness to him and to Dr. Esther Rosencrantz of the 
University of California Medical School, who also added several items, 
and Mrs. Mary E. Irish, Librarian of the Los Angeles County Medical 
Association. 

The present list is a compilation of all important writings about Sir 
William Osler which have appeared since 1926, in addition to a few 
items omitted from Dr. Abbott’s original Brbliography (Montreal, 
1926) and one item (Brockhouse) which she listed as anonymous but 
which has been identified. In view of the fact that mention of Osler 
appears in almost every history of medicine, doctor’s biography or 
reminiscences, it is obviously unnecessary and impossible to list every 
publication mentioning his name. Only that material which is entirely 
concerned with Osler, or almost so, and that which adds (as does Pro- 
fessor William Lyon Phelps’s Autobiography) a little to the picture of 
the man has been here included.

It will list physicians, 
dentists, pharmacists and midwives with a limited amount of information concerning 
each, The title will be Directorio Médico de Venezuela. Publication date is not avail- 
able. 


GENERAL SOURCES 


Lists of physicians and surgeons and of hospitals in all foreign countries [except 
Soviet Russia] are obtainable from the Commercial Intelligence Division, Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington, D.C., for ten cents each per country. 
These lists are kept current by frequent revisions. They are not available in public 
jibraries. 

Names and complete addresses of physicians are listed alphabetically under city 
or town in which they practice. In the longer lists, Cuban for example, names are 
classified by specialties when physician is located in a large city. Separate lists for 
hospitals and dentists in some foreign countries have been issued. 

A check list of ‘‘Countries covered by mimeographed lists’’ with revision date is 
available. Revisions are announced each week in Commerce Reports. The number of 
countries covered does not remain static nor are the same countries covered each year. 

Lists of legally qualified physicians licensed to practise in the British Colonies, 
Protectoratesand Mandated Territories are published annually in the Official Gazettes 
of the respective colonial dependencies. The price cf single issues of the Official Ga- 
zettes varies from 2d to 6d. A few of these entries have been made in the Checklist in 
order that a clear idea of what information is given can be obtained. 

While no definite statement was forthcoming from other foreign countries with 
colonial empires, it seems that the British policy prevails, at least, with respect to 
France. The list for Morocco is published annually in the official bulletin of the 
colony, q.v. 





THE MEDICAL BOOKS OF 1939 
By JAMES F. BALLARD 


LIMITATIONS of space confine this discussion of the medical books of 
1939 to books in English from publishing houses in the United States. 
The plan of treatment will follow that used last year whereby the pub- 
lications are divided into new issues and new editions which are sub- 
divided into major classifications. 

The list is a personal selection based on the works which have passed 
through the compilers’ hands during 1939. The output has been up to 
the standard of previous years with many worth while new books and a 
number of new editions of standard works. 

For the reference collection, there is the 4th ed. of Harold Rypins, 
Medical State board examinations; the 14th ed. of Stedman’s practical 
medical dictionary; and L. De Vries, German-English science dictionary 
for students in the agricultural, biological and physical sciences. In the 
field of the history of medicine may be mentioned the new inexpensive 
edition of Francis Adams, Genuine works of Hippocrates; Priests of 
Lucina (a history of obstetrics) by Palmer Findley; The story of surgery 
by Harvey Graham; Jew/sh contributions to medicine in America, 2nd 
ed. by S. R. Kagan; Thus we are men, by Sir Walter Langdon-Brown; 
Science in progress, by Ernest O. Lawrence and others; Classic descrip- 
tions of disease, by R. H. Major, 2nd ed.; Doctors, nurses and Dickens, 
by Robert D. Neely (a delightful little book); History of tropical 
medicine, 2 vols. by H. H. Scott; The Massachusetts General Hospital, 
1900-1935, by F. A. Washburn; two new books in the Clio Medica 
series, Burton Chance, Ophthalmology, and W. W. Ford, Bacteriology; 
and A. W. Meyer, The Rise of Embryology. Medical bibliography was 
enriched by Maude Abbott’s Classified bibliography of Sir Wm. Osler; 
Leona Baumgartner’s John Howard (1726-1790), hospital and prison 
reformer; and The bibliography of the writings of Harvey Cushing. 

Popular books such as R. Beutner, Life’s beginnings on the earth; 
H. Corbin, Getting ready to be a father; M. H. Etts, The story of a 
baby; Landmarks in medicine, edited by James A. Miller (the New 
York Academy lectures for laymen); Health at fifty, by Wm. H. Robey; 
and Attaining womanhood, by G. W. Corner, are worthwhile. The new 
books and monographs will be taken up first and in the order of the 
classes of the Boston Medical Library schedule. 

A number of biological works of general interest have been pub- 
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lished, among which may be mentioned: A. Gaskell, Whence? W hither? 
Why?; E. A. Hooton, Twilight of man; W. Price, Nutrition and physi- 
cal degeneration; A. Scheinfeld, You and heredity; A. H. Sturtevant and 
G. W. Beadle, An introduction to genetics; Climate and evolution, by 
W. D. Matthew; and S. Mangham and A. R. Hockley, Biology. The 
basic disciplines are represented by E. Allen, C. H. Danforth and E. A. 
Doisy, Sex and internal secretions; E. V. Cowdry, Problems of ageing; 
S. R. M. Reynolds, Physiology of the uterus; C. I. Reed, H. C. Struck 
and I. E. Steck, Vitamin D.; J. H. Northrop, Crystalline enzymes; and 
Marjory Stephenson, Bacterial metabolism. 

In the field of clinical medicine may be noted G. F. and G. H. Dick, 
Scarlet fever; R. Heffron, Pneumonia; G. M. Lewis and M. E. Hopper, 
An introduction to medical mycology; and J. F. Huddleson, Brucellosis 
in man and animals; WW. T. Vaughan, Practice of allergy; W.D. Sansum, 
Manual for diabetic patients; H. B. Van Dyke, The physiology and 
pharmacology of the pituitary body, Vol. 2; W. F. Dutton, Headache 
and head pains; and R. L. Haden, Principles of hematology. A number 
of important books have been published in various special fields which 
are noted under their subjects.

H. W. Soper, Clinical gastro-enterol- 
ogy; E. P. Hayden, Rectum and colon; H. C. Edwards, Diverticula and 
diverticulitis of the intestine; F. W. Rankin and A. S. Graham; Cancer 
of the colon and rectum; and R. F. Carter, C. H. Greene and J. R. Twiss, 
Diagnosis and management of diseases of the biliary tract. NERVOUS AND 
MENTAL. C. P. G. Wakeley and A. Orley, Textbook of neuroradiology;

Surgery and allied subjects have furnished a number of important 
books for our list.

R. Zollinger, Atlas of surgical operations; C. E. Corrigan, Clinical 
diagnosis of swellings; R. Leriche, Surgery of fain, translated by A. 
Young; C. and C. L. Jackson, Cancer of the larynx; R. J. Behan, Cancer, 
with special reference to cancer of the breast; R. J. Behan, Relation of 
trauma to new growths; F. W. Spicer, Trauma and internal disease;

and Arthur F. Bratrud and others, Sclerosing therapy. In the field of 
occupational diseases, a much needed book on aviation was published: 
H. G. Armstrong, Principles and practice of aviation medicine. Ortho- 
pedics produced a number of interesting titles: W. C. Campbell, O pera- 
tive orthopedics; A, B. Ferguson, Roentgen diagnosis of the extremities 
and spine; A. G. Fisher, Treatment by manipulation; E. D. W. Hauser, 
Diseases of the foot; F. D. Dickson and R. L. Diveley, Functional dis- 
orders of the foot; and G. T. Pack, Tumors of the hands and feet. 

In other special fields, there have been a few outstanding books.

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IT Is NOTED with apprehension that there is a growing tendency on the 
part of certain special book dealers to boost resale prices to a dispropor- 
tionate level. This practice, if continued, is going to make it necessary 
for librarians and collectors to buy at the source of supply and eliminate 
the middle-man. The dealer should beware of killing the geese which 
lay the golden eggs. The medical librarians of the country will have to 
pool their resources and use all the expert knowledge available in the 
profession for the common good of all in the trying times before us. 
The universal decrease of funds available for book and periodical pur- 
chases makes imperative the need for careful budgeting by all medical 
libraries in order to keep up periodical sets, and provide a minimum of 
books for their clientele. The Medical Library Association, through its 
Exchange, has conferred upon its members one of the greatest services 
existing in any kind of co-operative organization. It could establish a co- 
operative buying bureau for its membership which could equal in value 
its Exchange service. A coalition of all the medical libraries in the 
United States could constitute a buying power which would command 
the respect of any producer. Contacts could be made direct from con- 
sumer to producer or wholesaler. 

Another growing practice which must be viewed with concern is that 
of certain foreign dealers pricing their catalogs in dollars. This necessi- 
tates a keen knowledge of current values on the part of the buyer. One 
must not order from abroad a book at $7.50, which goes begging at 
$1.00 in the United States. In this type of pricing, a dealer is more apt 
to be right on his native books and far afield on the productions of all 
other countries. On the whole, the practice should be discouraged even 
if the dollar is supreme in value at the present time. The pricing in dol- 
lars is done exclusively for foreign buyers and could not be used for 
home consumption. It must be remembered that while a hundred French 
francs is worth at present about $2.00 to an American buyer, it is still 
100 francs to a Frenchman who is not interested in foreign exchange. 
This fact acts as a deterring factor unless the foreign dealer is willing to 
forego native sales, or is willing to issue two catalogs, with different 
price values, one for home consumption and one for abroad. 
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London has had a survey of its medical library facilities, and Boston 
is about to have such a survey. New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. 
Louis, San Francisco, and other large communities should be surveyed 
in the interests of co-ordination, economy and service. In New York 
alone, the unnecessary duplication of material, with the consequent 
wastage of funds, must be tremendous. Other cities are affected in pro- 
portion to the number of libraries within their boundaries. 

The medical library field should be divided into natural geographical 
districts, with one large, complete reference library in each district. At 
the head of these districts, there should be one great library, serving as 
a reservoir of medical literature. It is natural to look to the Army Medical 
Library to fulfill this purpose. This large library has the material, but 
it is not liberal enough in its use. To become the great medical library of 
the country, it must liberalize its present attitude on the use of its 
material and it must give up the idea of striving to become a mauso- 
leum and strive for perfection in practical librarianship. It needs trained 
professional library workers to carry on its work under the direction of 
the librarian. The U. S. Army itself does not require the large library 
built up in its name, and the justification for fine buildings and great 
collections must be placed on public welfare and public use. A careful 
study by a disinterested group should be made of the Army Medical 
Library and its long range policies. Chicago is the natural center for a 
large central library and the American Medical Association, the natural 
sponsor, but Washington should be given the opportunity to take up 
the task, if it sees fit to do so. The American Medical Association and the 
American College of Surgeons are doing excellent work in library service 
for the country as a whole. The New York Academy of Medicine is 
likewise doing efficient library service to the libraries throughout the 
country, as evidenced by the 3000 volumes lent during 1939 to other 
medical libraries outside of Greater New York. Other large libraries 
have been called on for like service in proportion to their size. This kind 
of service is a burden on large libraries, who should not be expected to 
carry the load because they happen to be efficient and willing to serve. 
The great central library, whether it be located in Washington, New 
York, or Chicago, should be the library to carry on the service not 
available in the regional libraries. 

Dr. Henry R. Viets, Librarian of the Boston Medical Library, is 
considering the feasibility of establishing an Eastern Council of Medical 
Librarians, comprising the large libraries east of Washington, and includ- 
ing Washington. If such a council could be formed and meet regularly, 
say twice a year, in the various libraries, it would go a long way in 
helping to solve some of the perplexing regional problems.

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Mr. THOMAS P. FLEMING is giving a summer course on Bibliographic and 
reference service in the medical sciences in the School of Library Service, 
Columbia University. This course is designed to equip university and special 
librarians to render efficient service in the medical sciences. By means of 
lectures and problems, the functions and the use of special reference, biblio- 
graphic, and index tools are brought to the attention of the class. Emphasis 
is placed on evaluation and the methods by which a reference librarian may 
profitably utilize, and call to the attention of the users of the library, the 
advantages of a given work. General reference works in the medical sciences, 
such as dictionaries, directories, and encyclopedias, are taken up, as well as 
specialized handbuchs, systems of medicine, and indexing, abstracting and 
reviewing journals, in the following branches of the medical sciences: anat- 
omy, bacteriology, biochemistry, biophysics, dentistry, dermatology, hygiene, 
obstetrics and gynecology, ophthalmology, otology, rhinology and laryngology, 
pathology, pediatrics, pharmacology, physiology, practice of medicine, surgery, 
and therapeutics. 

The New York Academy of Medicine has issued an Interlibrary loan code, 
based on the Code for interlibrary loan practice, published by the American 
Library Association in 1917 and 1940. The Academy lends only to libraries 
out of New York City and only to those meeting the standards of the 
Medical Library Association, and yet, during 1939, over 3000 volumes were 
lent at considerable expense to the Academy. Much trouble was caused by in- 
complete and incorrect references. 

Miss Madeline Hillis was in an auto accident early in April, was un- 
conscious for four days and had to spend some time in a hospital, but at 
this writing she was well on the way to recovery. 

The annual report for 1939 of the Library of the Medical Society of 
the County of Kings and Academy of Medicine of Brooklyn shows a decrease 
of 14 per cent in the number of readers using the Library, which was due to

the new restrictions on non-members who were admitted only between 9 A.M. 
and 1 P.M. and not any evenings. The Library continued to receive the support 
of groups and organizations and added one library endowment fund during 
the year. A number of exhibits of literary material were arranged at appro- 
priate times, including one of herbals and related works. 

Shipments of foreign books and periodicals have been received fairly 
regularly by Boston libraries up to May 15. 

The March meeting of the Biological Sciences group of the Special Li- 
braries Association of Boston was held at the Boston Medical Library. Mr. 
Ballard spoke on American Manuscripts and Imprints before 1801, showing 
a number of outstanding items, beginning with the Winthrop recipe book of 
1643. 

Mr. R. H. Baugh, of the College of Physicians of Philadelphia, collected 
and arranged for publication the papers contained in the second impression 
1939, of General semantics. 

Mr. Thomas E. Keys had a paper in the Library Quarterly for April 1940, 
entitled, “The earliest medical books printed with movable type.” It con- 
sisted of a short survey based on the check lists of Dr. Arnold Klebs and 
Sir Wm. Osler. 

Mrs. Eileen R. Cunningham had a paper in Special Libraries for January 
1940 entitled, “Library school undergraduate curriculum.” 

Dawson’s Book Shop of Los Angeles is celebrating the thirty-fifth anni- 
versary of the opening of the shop by Ernest Dawson in 1905. Mr. Dawson 
is still head of the firm and very active in its affairs. The first catalog was 
issued in December 1907, and the beautiful anniversary catalog is numbered 
142. The interesting introduction is by Mr. Dawson, and the front cover is a 
full page reproduction of the unusual book-plate of Ernest Dawson. From 
time to time, this shop has interesting medical items, and libraries having his- 
torical collections should be on its mailing list. 

Rueminations for March 1940 (Rue Publishing Co., Denton, Maryland) 
has a good short sketch of “Five hundred years of printing.” 

The year 1940 has been selected for the 500th commemoration of the 
invention of printing, with movable types (1440), and also for the 400th 
anniversary of printing in the Americas (Mexico 1539-1540) and the 300th 
anniversary of printing in the United States (Cambridge, Mass., 1639). 
Numerous exhibitions have been held, which do not show much originality 
in conception. It is hoped before the year is over that some original ideas 
will develop and result in unusual exhibitions. 

The Second Census of Incunabula Owned in America is in process of print- 
ing. The Pierpont Morgan Library has published a check list of fifteenth 
century printing in its library and the Huntington library has issued a check 
list of its sixteenth century Mexican imprints. The catalog of its incunabula 
was published in 1937. 

The Science Press, with the co-operation of the American Council of 
Learned Societies, is undertaking the compilation of a Biographical Directory 
of American Scholars, in the fields of the social sciences and the humanities. 
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Hospital Book Guide. Volume one, number one, January 1940. American 
Library Association, Chicago. Subscription, $1.00 per year. 

This new publication, succeeding the Hospital Book List, published 1936- 
1939, by the Library Committee of the American Hospital Association, is to 
be issued quarterly. The list is designed for librarians having charge of pa- 
tients’ libraries in hospitals and does not enter into the field of the medical 
library. It should prove of great usefulness in its special field. It is suggested 
that a publication imprint be carried on the front cover or the top of the first 
page. It is exasperating and time-consuming to have to hunt for the address 
and cost of subscription, in this case hidden in a long foreword. 


The Anerobic Bacteria and Their Activities in Nature and Disease. A subject 
bibliography in two volumes. By E. McCoy and L. S. McClung. 4°. 
295 and 602 p. Berkeley, Univ. of California Press, 1939. 

The bibliography is issued in two parts, an author index, arranged chrono- 
logically, from 1816 to 1938, comprising about 10,500 original articles, mono- 
graphs and reports; and a subject index of approximately 120,000 entries. 
The notable omission is the lack of an author index to the first part which is 
necessitated by the chronological arrangement of the entries. It should be un- 
necessary to state that this work should be in every medical and biological 
library. 

The Medical Career. By Harvey Cushing, 302 pp. Boston, Little, Brown & 
Co., 1940. $2.50. 

The essays contained in this volume were selected by Dr. Cushing during 
the summer of 1939 and passed for the press by the author prior to his death 
on October 7, 1939. Except for two obituaries and Haller and his native town, 
the essays included in the volume have all appeared since the publication of 
Consecratio medici in 1928, to which the present collection will form a com- 
panion volume. The volume is divided into two parts: The medical career; 
and, Biographical sketches. The biographies include the famous names of 
Welch, Beaumont, Halsted, Haller, and Mayo. The binding influence of a 
library, found in the first part, should be read by all medical librarians. This 
inexpensive volume should be in every medical collection. The same publishers 
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are also issuing a new edition of the Consecratio medici at the attractive price 
of $2.50. 


Index of South African Periodicals. 

Such an index is now being issued under the auspices of the South African 
Library Association quarterly with annual accumulations from January 1940, 
at a yearly subscription of two guineas.

READING LISTS OF BOOKS ON HEALTH 


Nine Pamphlets. American Library Association, Chicago, 1940. 100 copies, 
$1.00 per list. 100 copies of each list $6.30 (total 1000 copies). 

Nine annotated reading lists of authoritative books in the field of health 
prepared by a Joint Committee of the American Library Association and the 
American Medical Association and originally published in the September, 
October, and November 1939 issues of Hygeia. 

These lists are issued under the imprint of the American Library Associa- 
tion. There is no general statement relating to them and the membership 
of the committee, or committees, compiling the lists is not published, lacking 
which, there exists a non-authoritativeness to the lists. The nine subjects con- 
sidered are The Child, Diseases, Food, Infants, Medicine, Mental Health, 
Personal Health, Public Health; and Sex and Marriage. The number of titles 
ranges from 15 on Public Health to 56 on Medicine. The remaining seven 
subjects average over 35 each. The total number of entries for the nine lists is 
322. The total cost for the complete collection must be approximately $500. 

It is supposed, lacking a definite statement, that the lists were issued for 
public libraries and particularly for the small libraries. The size of the various 
lists defeat this purpose as it is impossible for small libraries to buy all of the 
titles on any one subject, or sub-division of a subject because of budgetary 
restrictions ; and the average librarian is not competent to discriminate between 
titles on the same subject. 

There is a lack of competent general editorial supervision, resulting in a 
lack of correlation of subjects and a tendency to expansion and padding. 
Books about The Child and The Infant might well be combined in one list 
rather than in two;. Personal Health, Mental Health and Sex and Marriage 
could have been combined in one list under Personal Health to good advan- 
tage. 

The multiplicity of titles under one subject is bound to lead to confusion 
for many libraries. Keeping the Child Well boasts 17 titles and Feeding the 
Child, 12 titles; The New Baby has 18 titles and Child Training and Study, 
19 titles; Food and Health, 16 titles and Food Values 17 titles. Mental 
Hygiene has 25 titles and Mental Disorders another 9. All of these subjects 
could have been limited to a few titles each. The ascendency of bibliography 
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over common sense and practicability is evident. Non-medical librarians should 
not be called upon to discriminate between titles on any medical subject. 
Books about Food might better be called Practical Dietetics. Books about 
Diseases is divided into specific diseases and here it would have been better 
to limit the various diseases to one title each, otherwise there is going to be 
a conflict of opinion on such controversial subjects as arthritis aand cancer. 

Personal Health with a total of 29 titles under the heading Your Health 
and Its Care, 7 under Physical Exercise, 7 under Medical Advice for the Home, 
3 under Physical Therapy, and 12 under First Aid contains much of ‘‘Hooey,” 
to use the term of Bauer. One good book on physical exercise and one or two 
on first aid would have been sufficient for practical purposes. The inclusion of 
a technical treatise, the Handbook of Physical Therapy, is inadvisable in a list 
for the public. 

Medical Advice for the Home of seven titles, a sub-division of Personal 
Health and Public Health of 15 titles are superior to all the other lists. 
The length of these lists is in correct proportion to the importance of the sub- 
jects and the selection of titles is good. Books about Medicine is misnamed 
as it has to do only with the history of medicine and the title is consequently 
misleading. The biographical section of 29 titles is very well selected. The 
section of 26 titles on the general history of medicine is not so well done as 
some titles could have been eliminated without detracting from the value of 
the list. Books on mental hygiene are appropriate, but the wisdom of pro- 
viding material on mental disorders for the general public is to be seriously 
questioned. 

The lack of editorial supervision is seen again in the format of the lists, 
a series of 4, 6 and 8 page folders, unpaged, and in three sizes. A uniform 
format would have been more in keeping with modern practice. A serious error 
in make-up occurs in Books about Diseases where the proof-reader has failed 
to notice the classing of heart disease with syphilis and gonorrhea, and ve- 
nereal diseases with tuberculosis. 

It would have been better to confine the titles to those published within 
the last five to seven years and not list books published before 1930, which 
may be out of print, and to issue one joint compilation of all the subjects of 
not over 100 titles for the complete publication, limiting each special subject, 
according to its importance.
